Dear  Dr.  Barton: - 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  on  Thursday  evening  it  was  decided  not  to  take  any 
final  steps  regarding  the  use  of  the  gymnasium  of  the  School 
of  Household  Science  until  the  opening  of  the  term  in  September. 
The  members  of  the  Board  were  grateful  to  the  authorities  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  for  being  so  good  as  to  grant  our 
women  students  the  privileges  of  the  gymnasium  on  the  conditions 
stated  by  you  -  namely  three  times  a  week  for  50  students  at  a 
minimum  of  $200.00  -  but  they  preferred  to  wait  until  they  could 
learn  how  many  of  the  young  women  would  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity.  They  are  willing  to  aid  them  somewhat  but  they 
fi-'-st  wish  to  assure  themselves  of  the  sincerity  of  their  desire 
for  exercise.  In  the  meantime  they  instructed  me  to  inquire  as 
to  whether  the  women  students  of  the  University  pay  a  fee,  and  if 
so,  how  much.  I  have  an  indistinct  recollection  that  you  said 
they  paid  $4£>0  a  year,  and  should  be  glad  if  you  could  confirm  or 
correct  me  in  regard  to  that.  If  the  Toronto  women  students  pay  a 
fee,  it  will  be  easy  for  us  to  ask  ours  to  do  likewise;  but  if 
not,  we  shall  have  to  pay  a  larger  share  of  the  $200.00  than 
otherwise.  I  shall  be  obliged  if  you  can  let  me  have  information
